been largely retained, and the statistical tables are comparable. 


The expected increase in enrollment which is already affecting higher education has not as yet been felt to 
avery great extent on the doctoral level, as indicated in the comparative table below:

PUBLICATION, PRESERVATION AND LENDING OF AMERICAN 
DOCTORAL DISSERTATIONS 


About half of the doctoral dissertations written each year are abstracted in Dissertation Abstracts and re- 
produced in full on microfilm by University Microfilms. 

The Association of Research Libraries has endorsed publication by microfilm and the publication of an ab- 
stract in Disseriation Abstracts as one means of making this material available to scholars and research 
workers. The seventy-eight institutions participating in this cooperative publication program are to be found 
in Table I, and are separately listed on the inside front cover. 

Graduate schools not requiring the microfilm publication of their doctoral dissertations will usually lend 
these on interlibrary loan. Inquiries for such dissertations should be addressed to the holding institution 
through a local reference library. 

Dissertations abstracted in Dissertation Abstracts may be secured direct from University Microfilms, 
either as positive microfilm cr as Xerox enlargements on paper. This latter service will be found useful to 
those who wish to avoid the necessity of using a microfilm reader.
